The speckle-winged Anapheles. 
the 
malaria mosquito, hibernates during 
the winter in our attics, ceilers and 
closets, hut the absence of infected 
people and our low 
annual 
mean 
temperature 
will 
prevent malaria 
from ever becoming prevalent in this 
state. 
However, the presence of our 
many lakes and other standing wat­ 
er often makes mosquitoes an intol­ 
erable pest. 
“The female mosquito gorges her­ 
self with blood in order that 
the 
eggs may have

ment. 
She deposits her little

raft on the surface of quiet water 
during the night and it floats there 
until the larvae hatch.

Though 
mosquito larvae always develop in 
water, they must breath air and fre­ 
quently come to the surface.

a few days the larvae sheds its skin

which rests at the surface until it 
splits up the back to allow the adult I 
mosquito to emerge.

business is a delicate operation which I 
cannot be carried out successfully 
i during windy weather.
